This last example (which is certainly too low) shows that the new 
rule, though much more correctly applicable to these cases than the 
ordinary one, is yet no more than any other rule strictly applicable 
to all cases. Nor can any rule, Mr. Smith believes, be always so. 
When, for instance, a double power Capell fan is closed in, to make 


the fluid was at rest. Friction absorbs, and fans supply dynamic 
head. Whirling velocity is a part of the dynamic head which fans 
give to air between their inlet and their outlet points ; but without 
1 contrivances, either of the fan cover or of its blades to con- 
vert this kind of velocity either into onward velocity or into baro- 
metric head, it is of no use to conquer friction in the circuit, as its 
natural course either in a duct or in the atmosphere is to waste itself 
in friction. It should be said that mechanical ventilators can only 
raise energy of dynamic head in an air (or water) course by im- 
pressing both onward and whirling impulse together to the stream, 
either in a visible or in some hidden way which satisfies the dual 
nature of the stream’s dynamic store. Fans and all kinds of mano- 
motors whose whirling impulse leaves them in the visible form of 
whirl or spin given to the current that they make (unconverted into 
onward velocity or barometric head) are single-power motors only, 
as half their expended power is useless for anything but winnowing 
effects, Fans which conceal the whirling impulse that they use are 
double-power from the greater efficiency of their work to propel a 
stream against resistance.—A. S. H.] . 
In replying to Mr. Smith’s lester, Prof. Herschel excuses himself as 
regards the general request that he would communicate to South 
Staffordshire and East Worcestershire Mining Institute the results of 
my enquiries about the modes of action of ventilating fans, and con- 
tinues—If I am brief in my reply because the process of trundling 
air with fans in the many varieties of ways that it is susceptible of 
is a much longer and much more complicated and difficult topic to 
deal with both theoretically and practically in its nature than can be 
described in a few pages, or than anything less than an elaborately 
subversive essay, r believe on all ordinary ways of looking at 
mechanical actions would offer a reasonable prospect of being able 
to accomplish with intelligible clearness. The letter which I wrote 
you in July from Bangor was intended to give, as I believe it does 
correctly, the real explanation of the extraordinary horse power in

Meetings of Public Companies.

MONTANA COMPANY. 


A special general meeting of shareholders was held at the Cannon- 
street Hotel, on Wednesday, 


Mr. N. StoRY-MASKELYNE, M.P., in the chair. 
The CHAIRMAN stated that he was sorry to have to tell them that 
he had just discovered that a mistake had arisen with regard to 
calling the meeting. It appeared that not sufficient notice had been 
given to the shareholders to make the meeting formal. It was ne- 
cessary that six clear days’ notice should be given, and the secretary 
had called the meeting on the sixth, instead of the seventh day. 
However, he hoped that they would consider the affairs of the com- 
pany,and any resolutions they might carry could be submitted to a formally 
called meeting in a week’s time. He hoped they would excuse this unfortunate 
inistake, and accept his apology. 
The SECRETARY then read the notice convening the meeting. 
The CHAIRMAN then said that it was needless for him to say much, as they had in 
their handsa summary of the result of his visit, together with Mr. J. R. Armitage, 
to the mine, Since they had returned he could assure them they had been hard 
at work. He had other business besides the business of the company to attend 
to; but it had been put on one side, as well as other enjoyments, in order that 
he might do hisduty toward them. When they arrived at the mine they went 
into a vast number of questions, and when they left they came away feeling that 
with proper management the mine could be made to pay, and that they had 
great prospects for the future. They must, of course, remember that mining 
was an adventure, and that they could {not dig down and bring up gold as cer- 
tainly as they could draw from their bankers. They must throw a little bread 
upon the water, in order that they might hereafter obtain corn. He had to 
confess to disappointment in that the hopes built on the ground of Mr. Dar- 
lington’s report had not been fulfilled. It became their chief duty, however, on 
arriving at the mine to look into the question of management. That he was 
bound to say they found to be most unsatisfactory, He felt that to a 
great extent he had to blame himself for that. At the time of the 
appointment of their manager he (the Chairman) had stated that he had 
not much experiencein mining matters: but he thought he could estimate the 
value of a man, related to some of his friends, Mr. Attwood, asa mining engineer. 
At the time Mr, Attwood was appointed he did not think that he could have 
recommended a more competent man, He had not, however, done justice to 
the opinions he had concerning him. He thought the shareholders ought to 
know that the board had intentions of dealing with this matter of management 
at once. He did not wish to say anything more on that point just now, but 
asked the shareholders to trust the matter to the board. If they pressed him 
he could go further into this matter, but would rather not do so until he had 
heard the result of the meeting. He thought it was arash thing to talk about 
a property in the way it had been talked about in the book which they had. 
They thought it was not necessary to give all the details cf their report, which 
would only be wearisome ; but they had all those details, and could give them 
to the shareholders if they wished for them, He was not going to say that 
their management at home was perfect. It was the first time he had 
had anything to do with a mining company. He had told them of one 
of his faults, and he would like to say that he was always as ready to 
regret as he was to‘acknowledge his errors. He could assure them that it was not 
for want of thought, or care, or attention that they had in any way failed. 
They had had many difficulties to contend with, and they had met them to the 
best of their ability. If they were charged with being reticent they could 
reply that it was only because “ story they had none to tell.” With regard to 
the time they were at the mine, he could only say that they were constantly 
employed in examining it, and that they only wrote home two letters, which 
were strictly confidential, and, therefore, it was impossible for the directors to 
give them any information. They were there now, however, and would be 
pleased to answer any questions'which might be put to them. 

Mr. PHILLPoTTS said that they met onder great disadvantages, and’heffeared 
that most of them felt great indignation, and he must confess it was quite 
natural that it should be so. What they had to do was, as men of business, to 
look at the questions before them ; one of the most important was—What was 
best to be done under the circumstances? He, however, would remind them 
that they should not allow their feelings to warp their judgment. There was 
one thing which Mr. Story-Maskelyne had not mentioned in his remarks, and 
for which he had not taken credit to himself and the board, but for which they 
justly deserved credit, and that was that they had called together some of the 
largest shareholders and consulted with them as to what was best to be done. 
Previous to meeting the board these shareholders met together, and they unani- 
mously came to the conclusion that no shareholder could or ought to be satisfied 
without a full investigation being made into all the affairs of thecompany. He 
was also pleased to be able to state that everything that they recommended was 
accepted by the board. He could second the remarks of the Chairman in one 
point, that it was undesirable that they should say anything too strong of the 
board or of the management at the mine. There existed perfect harmony be 
tween the board and the largest shareholders, He would conclude by moving, 
“That a committee be appointed of not fewer than five or more than seven 
shareholders to enquire generally into the past proceedings of the company, as 
well as its present position, and to report to an adjournment of the present 
meeting, on a day to be fixed by the committee, on the measures which, in the 
judgment of the committee, it would he desirable to adopt. That every facility 
be afforded by the directors and officials of the company to such committee, 
and that the committee be empowered to examine all books and documents, and 
to emplov anv professional assistance they may deem necessary in the progress 
of the enquiry.” 

Mr. CxowTueERr, who said that for some considerable time back he had occu- 
pied much of his time in looking into the affairs of the mine, desired to make a 
few remarks, Inthe course of his watching over the mine he had got a good 
deal of information regarding the management, which he had made known to 
the board from time to time. He had come to the conclusion that that manage- 
ment was radically wrong. However, he was happy to say that they had now 
got to a point when they could say daylight wasat hand. He had been brought 
latterly into great contact with thedirectors, and they had completely changed 
in their behaviour to him. With regard to the meeting of the largest share- 
holders, he would state that they represented one-third of the entire capital of 
the company. There were 14 of them present, and they were unanimous in 
coming to the conclusion they did. He was glad to say that the board had met 
them with open arms, as it were. Respecting the gentlemen they proposed to 
put on the committee, he could say they were not going into the matter with 
their minds fully made up; but they would carefully examine all points. There 
was much in the report he did not approve of, but the main points were certainly 
favourrble. He concluded by seconding the resolution, 

Mr.”BARRETT said he should like to make a few remarks as an original share- 
aolder. He had come to that meeting with feelings of regret. He thought the 
speech made by their Uhairman wasa very pitiable one. He came there con- 
fessing his faults, and threw himself upon the mercy of the shareholders, saying 
that he had done what he ought not to have done, and left undone that which 
he ought to have done. He would ask the Chairman as a reasonable man if after 
confessing that the management was wrong he could come there,and tell them 
that at that moment this man, Mr. Attwood, was managing this mine. They 
knew that things were going wrong at this mine, and vet they had not the moral 
courage to say to that man go about your business. He was nota man to de- 
nounceanyone because of a mistake; but where thev had positive knowledge, 
such asthe directors had, he thought they were culpable, and to blame if they 
did not. act upon it. 

Mr. M‘Ov..ocg said he was himself only a small shareholder, but he represented 
the shareholders of Liverpool, and he would like to ask a question or two in all 
fairness to the board. He thought that if they had a valuable property it would

CHILE GOLD MINING COMPANY. 
An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 


Cannon-street Hotel on Tuesday,—Mr. HuGu Warr in the chair. 


Mr. Brown (the solicitor) read the notice calling the meeting, and 
also the report of the committee appointed by the shareholders at 
the meeting held on Oct. 24. The following is an abstract of this 
report:—The committee secured the dismissal of the winding-up 
petition of Mr, Maxwell, but no sooner was this done than a similar 
petition was presented by Mr. Tandoval; and, therefore, the com- 
mittee was induced to file a petition so as to prevent creditors driving 
the company into liquidation before the committee could possibly raise funds 
sufficient to pay all claims. Owing to the Articies of the company having been 
altered from 7 to 14 bd notice of ting, the ittee had been coclonsly 
retarded in carrying through their plans for reconstruction. The committee 
were convinced that the only course possible so as to preclude the credi- 
tors from rendering their efforts for reconstruction abortive was to adopt 
voluntary liquidation. Considering that they would best be serving the 
interests of the shareholders by at once maturing their plans, the com- 
mittee state that, immediately on passing the resolutions, they will be in a 
position on the next day to register the new company. The committee thank 
their numerous friends for their response of 2d. per share upon their holdings, 
by means of which they hope to disburse all charges connected with the forma- 
tion of the new company, and secure a most valuable property. The committee 
submit the draft outline of their plan for reconstruction. They propose that 
the claims of all creditors in this country will be paid by the new compan 
within a period of three months, and those in Venezuela as may be arranged by 
representatives appointed to act for the company there. The p Brekeatery ots < h 
will occupy the same position and be subject to the same conditions in the new 
company as in the old, with the additional security of the new uncalled capital. 
The shareholder for every 12. share in the old company will receive a 1, share in 
the new company, with 15s. credited as paid thereon, with 1s. payable on or 
before Dec. 6, and the balance by calls of not more than 1s. each upon one 
month’s notice, The committee believe that 2s, per share will be sufficient to 
liquidate all the debts, and purchase the machinery, stamps, &c., necessary to 
double the present output, and leave the remaining 3s. per share to liquidate 
the debenture debt should the produce of the mine not wholly suffice for that 
purpose, soas to rid the company ot a debt upon which a very high rate of 
interest has to be paid. The committee have taken great pains to become pos- 
sessed of every possible item of information concerning the value of the pro 
perty. They hopejthe working of Austin! No. 9 will be secured, but have 
delayed taking steps to bring about this result pending financial arrangements. 
The new cepmpany will be able to carry on operations, having as perfect control 
as possible over the operations of their resident manager. 

Mr. Wart, in rising to address the shareholders, said he had no intention of 
making a long speech, as as much information as possible had been printed by 
the committee, and was in their hands. At the last meeting the directors stated 
that they had not been able to purchase the report made by the late manager 
of the El Callao Mine upon their property. This report he considered as very 
material, because it showed the value of their property. It was the desire of 
the committee to save this property, The causes of its failure in the past was 
as familiar to them as they were to him; he did not intend to go into that, 
because he was not there to recriminate. There was no doubt of the value of 
the mine being considerable, and the question for them to consider was how to 
save it. Oertuinly the information received by the board concerning the mine 
was different from what he had. Whatever the debts of the company might 
be, whether 30,0007, or 60,0002, it could not be denied that the company was 
now in very low water ; in fact, no company could be in a worse condition than 
this was. Some present might have come to the conclusion that he desired to 
take the chair at that meeting in the place of Mr. Harvey, but he assured them 
that such was not the case—far from it; but jtheir solicitor was of the opinion 
that they, the committee appointed by the shareholders, should take the initia- 
tive in this matter. With regard to the value of their property, he had obtained 
reports from Mr, James Penberthy, extracts from letters from Messrs. Ménch, 
Kraft, and Co., Mr. Nicholson, Oapt, Pearce, Mr. H. Sprick, Mr. J. B. Ivey, and 
from a private letter from Ciudad, Bolivar. As these particulars were impor- 
tant he would ask their solicitor to read them. 

Mr. Brown then proceeded to read the reports. Mr. James Penberthy in his 
report stated that having examined the property he was pleased with the works 
that had been completed, as well as that in course of completion. When Mr. 
Nicholson took charge of the mine there existed only a 40-head stamping-mill, 
but 20 stamps were useless, and had to be taken out, and a new battery founda- 
tion laid 14 ft. in the ground, when the same 20 heads were replaced. ‘An addi- 
tion of 20 heads was then made, making 4 total of 60 heads, capable of stampin 
100 tons of quartz per 24 hours. Two new Galloway tubular boilers were jus 
added, capable of steaming an engine large enough to drive 100 heads. The 
only thing requisite to make this department perfect was a 100-horse power 
steam-engine, which is in course of erection. They would then be in a position 
to add another 40 stamps, making a total of 100 heads stamping-mill, capable of 
stamping 150 to 170 tons per 24 hours, which at their present low grade ore, 
would yield a monthly return of 5000 to 5500 ozs. of gold. The Senicero engine- 
shaft had been sunk about 500 ft.; the lode about 3% ft. wide, showing free 
gold throughout, was well defined, and was producing, he thought, about 2 ozs. 
per ton. No. 6% drift had been driven east about 540 ft. The lode in the 
end was 3 ft. wide, and of a very free nature. easy for exploring. In concludin, 
his report, Mr. Penberthy says—On the whole I consider you have a good a 
lasting mine, and soon will be able to pay a dividend. Messrs. Minch, Kraft, 
and Co., write—It is a fact, and everybody in this country recognises it, that 
your company is, next to Callao, the best; with splendid machinery and rich 
mines, having produced 3700 ozs. per month, and coutinuing to give over 
1800 ozs. in a time when we have to struggle with all sorts of conveniences. 
Mr. Nicholson writes—I estimate that there is now 52,500 tons of quartz in 
sight, which I think it may be assumed will yield from 1 to 2 ozs. per ton on an 
average (equal to a minimum of about 200,000/., ora maximum of about 400,900/.), 
and that the working costs should not exceed 6000/. per month. The writer of 
a letter from Ciudad Bolivar confirms the views expressed by Ménch, Kraft, 
and Oo., as to the value of the Ohile Mine, and goes on to say that he believes 
the mine is being worked economically, and is still producing about 1800 ozs, 
per month. He says that everyone there competent to judge is of the opinion 
that if the debts were cleared off and some working capital found the mine 
would materially improve in production without increase of expenses. 

Mr. Watt theu went onto say that the model of the mine which he had 
made, and was there before them, would show at once that they had now 
opened up much ground, and that, in fact, they had a developed mine, and one 
which was well worth saving, whether the sum required for that purpose was 
10,9002. or 20,0092. He reminded them that when the carcass was there the 
vultures gathered round, and he thought, no doubt, that there were vultures 
ready to pounce upon their property. The cheapest way to save the mine was 
by voluntary liquidation, In the reports which had been read to them they 
would beable to derive what had been the work of the committee. The Ohile Mine 
ranked next to El Callao. In its present condition the company could not con- 
tinue its business—it must be wound up. A sheriffs officer was now in posses- 
sion of their offices for rent. If that was not paid the whole property would be 
confiscated—there were no assets in this country. Speaking of the men em- 
ployed at the mine, he said that they were obtained from Cornwall, and that 
they went out to Venezuela, leaving their wives and families behind under certain 
contracts. Part of those contracts were that their wives should receive a certain 
sum of money from the company monthly. But this the company will not now 
do, consequently their was great disatisfaction out at the mine; the committee 
had, however, paid them. He reminded them that with regard to the liquida- 
tion and reconstruction there was no “ jobbery,” there was no vendor to pay, 
all the expenses there would be the registration fees and the solicitor’s 
charges; no one else would get anything out of it. The committee had 
worked hard; they had, in fact, been working 16 hoursaday. The point really 
was should the liquidator be appointed by the shareholders or by the judge. 
The gentleman whom they had to propose was thoroughly competent to fulfil 
the duties,and he asked no remuneration whatever. Everything was ready 
should the resolutions be passed then, to register the new company in the 
morning, and the notices calling the confirmatory meeting for Dec. 3 were also 
ready to go out that night; therefore, he though that they could aot be blamed 
for negligence. The resolution he was about to propose was merely of a formal 
character, as they meant to pay every debt. The committee represented a 
large proportion of the shareholders and debenture-holders, With regard to 
the debenture-holders he had ascertained that their deed was of no more value 
than the piece of paper he held in his hand; it was therefore to their interests 
to save the property. He would therefore conclude by moving—‘ That it has 











bear investigation. He would like to know who it was that emploved Mr. Dar- 
lington to report on the mine. He was very pleased to hear that Mr. Attwood’s 
services were likely to be dispensed with, and the sooner they investigate the 
affiirs of the company the better.

NORTH MEXICAN SILVER MINING COMPANY. 


In his report upon his visit to the company’s mines, just issued 
to the shareholders, Mr. Anthony Pulbrook, the managing director, 
states that at San Francisco he was introduced to Mr. Ottakar Hof- 
mann, the experienced metailurgist in Mexican mines, and he ar- 
ranged for him to accompany me to Mexico, to advise on the best 
description of mill to erect. Having arrived at Chihuahua, he 
found the town in a state of great excitement from the new Governor 
having just arrived with a Government concession for making a rail- 
way from Chihuahua, which would pass close to the company’s mines. 
Before he left he was informed by the principa: bankers that $360,000 

had been subscribed towards the capital, and that there was no 
doubt whatever that operations would shortly be commenced. The 
railway after passing the mines will, about 20 miles beyond, enter 
a thickly timbered country, thus enabling fuel and timber—two 
important items in carrying on a mining undertaking—to be ob- 
tained very cheaply. A telegraph line from Chihuahua to the mines 
was just completed. His first object was to determine before going 
to the expense of machinery, whether the lodes contained any 
silver; he consequently personally separated pieces from various 
parts of the vein, and took them to be assayed by the assayer 
to the adjoining company, and he reported the contents to be 
108 ozs, to the ton. To check his assay, Mr. Pulbrook brought 
one part to London to be assayed by Messrs. Johnson and Matthey, 
and they report 115 ozs. to the ton. Mr. Pullbrook accompanied 
Mr. Hofmann to every part of the various mines, and saw that fair 
samples of the ore were taken from every conceivable point. Many 
samples were taken from parts of the mines simply to test the cha- 
racter of the rock, yet in every case but one the samples resulted in 
producing assay quantities of silver. Altogether they took 37 
distinct and separate samples, each one of which was separately 
assayed, and the average of all these 37 distinct assays was 53 ozs. 
to the ton—a most satisfactory result. Some idea, he remarks, can 
be formed of the profits to be made by working ore of this grade 
when I state that the Lexington Company’s ore is a most refractory 
one, and only produces an average yield of 40 ozs. a ton, and yet 
has already paid dividends to the amount of $565,000. He was 
struck with the very careful and cautious manner with which Mr. 
Hofmann proceeded in making his examination, so that the results 
obtained by him may be depended on. 

As an instance of the primitive state of the country, he mentions 
that the timber was being hauled to the adjoining mines by ox teams, 
on wagons, in which not a particle of iron was used, and in which 
the wheels were made of solid blocks of wood. He found the mines 
had been worked simply by open quarrying, the natives extracting the 
whole of the oreoutof the fissures of the veins, so lowas they could con- 
venently haul it upin the manner he has described, and, necessarily, 
only from a very shallow depth, Oddly enough, they did not appear 
to comprehend that by driving a tunnel they might unwater the lodes, 
and save hauling the stuff to the surface. They always attacked the 
lode in the manner mentioned from the very top of the hill. As an 
exemplification of this he had a plan of the La Gloria and Bufa 
Grand Mines made, showing how easily a level could have been 
driven right under their works. It was not until the late vendor 
acquired the property that the tunnel, now driven 307 ft., was started. 
The character of the lode at the end of the tunnel is most 
materially improving, changing its character by getting into more 
settled ground. From the plan it must evidently now be getting 
under the shoot of ore worked by the ancients from the surface. As 
rich sulphuret ore is now making its appearance at the end of the 
tunnel, it would appear as if imperfect knowledge of its mode of 
treatment was the cause of the discontinuance of operations by the 
old miners. He left instructions for this tunnel to be continued 
with all speed, but for all work in the shafts in the various mines 
to be suspended until experienced miners could be sent out to 
see that the money expended was,laid out to the best advantage. 

The extent to which the company’s mines can be economically 
worked can best be judged from the fact that the before-mentioned 
tunnel is under 400 ft. from the top of the hill, whilst another 
tunnel can be driven on the lode at a point 1000 ft. lower down, 
thereby giving 1000 ft. of backs, from which no ore hag been ex- 
tracted, without sinking a shaft or meeting with water. This lower 
tunnel has been started, and the samples taken from it gave remark- 
ably good results, averaging $62 to the ton. By this it is proved 
that the ore goes down and may be depended on in depth. Beyond 
this it might be mentioned that the adjoining company is working 
their mine at a depth of between 600 and 700 ft. below this lower 
tunnel, and are obtaining their richest one from this point. Their 
mill is returning from $50 to $60 per ton, and they are enlarging it 
from 20 stamps to 50, owing to their satisfaction with the results. 
With respect to the San Nicholas Mine, the lode of which crosses 
the before-mentioned lodes, Mr. Pulbrook found a shaft had been 
sunk to a depth of 87 ft. He had the water removed from the 
bottom, and then obtained samples of the ore from the solid 


lode. The average assays from this mine showed 75 ozs. to the 
ton. When it becomes necessary to sink on the Gloria lode one 


main shaft will command the proper workings for the San Nicholas 
lode as well. With respect to the Durana and San Saturino, the 
lode of the Durana appears to be uniformly rich throughout its 
who'e length, as proved by the extent of the surface workings from 
which the ancients had removed the ore, and by the remarkable uni- 
formity shown by the assays of the samples taken from them ranging 
from 60 to 64 ozs. tothe ton. Theycan both be worked byone shaft. 

Under these circumstances Mr. Pulbrook considered it fully sub- 
stantiated that the company’s mines contained silver, and that the 
company would be justified in erecting machinery. He found that 
the most successful mills had been erected by having plans and 
specifications prepared by an experienced millwright, assisted by a 
metallurgist, and then inviting founders to tender upon those plans 
and specifications, those who prepared the plans and specifications 
being paid by a percentage. In other words, following precisely the 
same course a man would adopt in England of employing an archi- 
tect if he were going to build a house. Throughout his journey 
he was informed that everything depended on the class of ore which 
existed in the mine, in deciding upon the process to reduce it into 
silver. In the first place, there are three main processes of extract- 
ing silver:—1, by amalgamation with mercury; 2, by lixiviation, 
or the leaching process; and, 3, by smelting. With the first two the 
question comes—Can the ore be treated raw without roasting, or is 
it necessary to roast it preliminary to treatment? There are, there- 
fore, five different methods of treating silver ores:—1l, by raw 
lixiviation ; 2, by raw amalgamation ; 3, by lixiviation after roasting ; 
4, by amalgamation after roasting; 5,by smelting. The importance 
of determining which of these should be carried out is best shown 
by the expense of each process. 

Perhaps the most striking discovery made by Mr. Pulbrook, re- 
garded from a scientific point of view, was—that the downfall of 
many mining companies has been caused by their having mills 
erected without regard to the ciass of ore they had to treat, by try- 


ing new patents, by ordering mills without plans and specifications | 


to scale, whereby the various parts on arrival at the remote districts 
where the mines weresituate were found not to fit, and by mills being 
erected where no water was to be had half the year, and by many 


other causes which foresight and a less hurried desire to erect the 
mill would have prevented. He consequently arranged with Mr. 
Hofmann for samples to the extent of 2 tons of ore from all our 
mines to be transmitted to his experimental works at San Francisco, 
that he might practically test the best and most economical mode of 
treatment. He also arranged with an experienced millwright, who 
had erected the St. Eulalia and other mills in North Mexico, and who 
was therefore acquainted with the requirements of the country, to 
prepare the plans, on receipt of cable announcing the description of 
mill to be erected. He also made arrangements for the plans and 
estimates to be sent direct to the founders to tender for by cable. 
Mr. Hofmann, before Mr, Pulbrook left, proceeded with his experi- 
ments, so far as to advise that the ore could not be treated by raw 
lixiviation. 

With regard to the question of title, Mr. Pulbrook states that in 
making enquiries with respect to the Mining Lawsof Mexico, he 
ascertained that they were generally considered the best in the 
world. In investigating the title of the vendor, he asked everybody 
he thought likely to afford information whether the title was gener- 
ally considered to be a good title, and whether any antagonistic claim 
had ever been set up, and the unanimous opinion was that the titles 
were correct. He then requested Messrs, Wells, Fargo, and Co., in 
Chihuahua, to name the best lawyer in the State, and they supplied 
him with three names. Of these he selected a gentleman who spoke 
English, and who acted for several important undertakings, and gave 
him the title deeds to give a written opinion on the title. That 
opinion was highly satisfactory. Common labour as miners is good 
and cheap. The only labour that will have to be imported will 
bea few skilled miners acquainted with the proper use of machinery. 
By reason of the low price of labour mining can be conducted in 
Mexico much more ecomically than it can in the States. The great 
difficulty to encounter will be the native habit of procrastination, 
but that to a great extent will be counterbalanced by the directors 
sending out frequently some one from this side to see that everyone 
is kept up to the mark. 

As to the result of his examination, Mr. Pulbrook declares that 
from the evidence afforded him he considers that it is conclusively 
proved—l. That the lodes bear silver in cansiderable quantities.— 
2. That the silver is not in one spot, but is to be found throughout 
the lodes*—3, That the lodes can be attacked, and material raised 
therefrom promptly and economically by reason of the configuration 
of the country.—4. That the mines have hitherto been worked in 
such a primitive and unscientific manner that profits in former days 
could oniy have been made by reason of the extraordinarily rich 
character of the ore.—5, That these workings being so shallow, have 
in no manner exhausted the mines ; and that the supply of ore will 
be practically unlimited.—6. That the statements of the vendor 
have been fully borne out -and substantiated as correct. Being thus 
satisfied with the properties, they were duly aud legally transferred 
to a trustee for the company, and are now registered in the trustee's 
name. 








NOVA SCOTIAN INSTITUTE OF NATURAL SCIENCE. 


In the Transactions just received are several interesting memoirs 
by Prof. HoNEYMAN, D.C.L., Curator of the Provincial Museum. The 
first one is “ Some Notes on a Polariscope Examination of Crystal- 
line Rocks of the Yarmouth Gold-bearing Series,” the problematical 
character and unexpected appearance of which—no similar rocks 
appearing elsewhere in the band so far as observed—led the author 
to have sections prepared for microscopic and polariscopic examina- 
tion. A section of the rock at Jebogue Point, together with a sec- 
tion from the Blomidon basalt, were examined by the polariscope, 
and found to be so much alike as to be regarded as identical. The 
dark material of both is evidently augite, and the clear crystals a 
triclinic felspar. The latter polarised show three parallel lines. 
Between two parallels the colour is a beautiful blue-white ; between 
the other two it is dusky. The dusky becomes blue and the blue 
dusky when the polariser is changed. From this the author refers 
these rocks to the paulo-post triassic period. Sandy Point 
porphyrite sections showed the existence of biolite, hornblende, 
and crystals of a white felspar. The polariscope shows 
the felspar to be trichroic. The colours run in parallels, and 
the crystals show beautiful striation. An examination of Cran- 
berry point diorite rocks proves them to be of the same character 
and closely related to the porphyrite of Sandy Point, both of which 
seem to be intrusive, but of a lower silurian age. The author main- 
tains that in considering the subject of the age of the gold-bearing 
rocks it is evident that these crystalline rocks must be eliminated. 
Yarmouth Harbour rock furnished a very interesting section. It 
was composed of a glassy undetermined mineral and hornblende. 
One of the green hornblendic patches had a pretty inclusion also in 
a small glassy area bounded by two straight lines and two curved, 
was a perfectly round glassy inclusion. Turning the polariser the 
inclusion darkens until the space and inclusion becomes altogether 
black. The next paper by Prof. Honeyman is on “ Chebucto Nulli- 
pores, with attaches,” in which he states that they seemingly have 
a vertical and a horizontal growth. The upward growth developes 
into branches, the horizontal increases the body by layers forming a 
limestone having a concretionary and amorphous aspect. 

In another article on “ Glacial Transportation in Nova Scotia and 
Beyond,” Prof. Honeyman endeavours to solve the problem of 1873. 





It, seems that in 1872 the author was shown a beautiful specimen of 
agate found at Cow Bay, which he at once recognised as an agate 
from the Blomidon series of rocks. He thought no more about 
it until May the following year, when wandering along the 
shore at Cow Bay his attention was attracted to the amygdaloid 
boulders washed by the sea, He recognised them as Blomidon 
rocks, and their occurrence here was perplexing until abundance of 
like boulder and a beautifal specimen of agate were seen and col- 
| lected out of a lofty section of drift on the east side of the bay. An 
| interesting problem in glacial transportation was thus presented for 
solution. The author forthwith commenced investigations, and 
communicated the result of those investigations by papers read to 
the Institute from time to time. In the present one is a record of 
the last steps which he considered necessary for the solution of the 
; problem. 

“ Nova Scotian Geology—Halifax and Colchester Counties,” is the 
| subject of an interesting article by Professor Honeyman, who to 
|the geology of this region has devoted considerable attention 
during the last 20 years. He defines the general geology in three 
transverse sections following certain meridians of longitude. 

Section A, long. 63° deg. 35'—From Cape Sambro the archmo- 
cambro silurian (lower) extends 34 miles, 14 mile of lower carboni- 
| ferous succeeds when we reach thegSchubenacadie River. North of 

this is Hants county. Section B, long. 63° 20’..—From Three Fathom 
Harbour {the archeo-cambro silurian (lower) extends to Gay’s 
| River Road, a distance of 28 miles, the lower carboniferous succeeds 
|and extends a distance of 20 miles to the vicinity of Truro, then 
|comes the triassic. Beyond are the carboniferous, silurian, and 
'archean of the Cobiquid Mountains, which do not come within 
| the scope of this paper, as the Pictou Railway line is our boundary 
in this direction, (Section C, long, 62 deg.55 min.) From Clam 
Bay the archwo-cambro silurian (lower) extends 47 miles to Cox’s 
Brook. Succeeding this are 12 miles of the lower carboniferous. 
The author goes into very many interesting details regarding these 
sections. 

In an appendix, the author describes a supposed deep sea fish 
found at Cole Harbour Dyke. It had been thrown ashore by a storm. 
From its general form and the tentacles on its head, the author had 
| suggested to him its affinity with the lophius piscatorius, but closer 
study led him to the conclusion that it was more nearly allied to 
ceratias described by Gunther in his “ Introduction to the Stady of 
Fishes.”

GREAT WHEAL POLGOOTH COMPANY. 


On Nov. 15, in the Chancery Division of the High Court of Jus- 
tice, Vice-Chancellor Sir James Bacon resumed the hearing of the 
sammons taken out by the official liquidator in ve the Great Wheal 
Polgooth and the Companies Acts, and adjourned into Vourt from 
| Chambers. Mr. Chadwyck Healy and Mr, Percy F. Wheeler again 
| appeared for the official liquidator, Mr. Hatfield Clarke for the re- 
|spondent Fortescue, and Mr. Mark Knowles for the respondents 
| Wilde and Sir W. Crosbie. The particulars were reported in last 
week’s Mining Journal. Mr. Healy, continuing his history of 
{the company, said that the contract stated that the vendor 
was possessed of a lease for the term of 21 years of the Great 
Wheal Polgooth Mine, and that the company had been formed 
with a capital of 100,000/. in 100,000 12, shares, and the con- 
tract entered into was for the sale and purchase of the 
unexpired lease of the premises in Cornwall, subject to the rent and 
royalty reserved by the lease, and “the steam-engines, cranes, 
| pumps, and ail other plant, machinery, tools, chattels, and effects, in 
| and about the said premises.” He wished to draw special attention 
| to this last sentence, because there never was on the premises plant 
of a greater value than 50/.,and there never were any steam-enyines, 
cranes, pumps, or anything of the kind. There were soon very 
| considerable applications for shares; 2500 shares were applied for 
| by the general public, and there was also an application for 40,000 
| shares by one Morgan, and one for 4000/. by “ Captain Fortescue,” a 

person who never existed. He might inform the Court that Morgan 

| also never existed, Major Fortescue, the respondent, Mr. Wilde, 
and Sir W. Crosbie, were all asked by Stephenson to become 
directors of the company. General Nuttal, who was one of the 
original directors, but who retired very soon, was asked by some 
broker in the City. They all agreed to become directors, 
but complained of the issue of the prospectus in their name prior to 
their joining the company. Reynolds was present at nearly all the 
meetings of the directors, and was constantly referred to by them 
when they were in any doubt or difficulty. Major Fortescue began 
to be dissatisfied on the first day. He complained of the way in 
which the business was conducted. At the second meeting of the 
directors, held on March 26, it was resolved that Stephenson should 
| proceed to Cornwall as soon as possible to commence operations. 
They also adopted the agreement by which it was agreed to pay 
65,0007. for property which was worth absolutely nothing. After 
some further remarks from the learned counsel. 

Vice-Chancellor Bacon said: As far as you have gone it is a mere 
indictment for conspiracy. It is an Old Bailey case. When you tell 
me that it has been before the late Master of the Rolls, and that he 
has made strong observations, it brings to my mind what I have 
| thought from the beginning—that it is a case much more suitable 
for the Old Bailey—that is to say, if your statement in opening it 
is true. 














present low price of Bratsberg shares a correspondent points out that 
we omitted to notice the great fall in the price of copper, Chili bars 
having fallen in the 12 months from about 601. to 527.—a lower quo- 
| tation, we believe, than ever known before ; while shares of the long 
| established and largely profitable copper companies have also gone 
down very much ; for instance, in the last year Mason and Barry have 
fallen about 40 per cent.; Rio Tinto about 35 per cent.; Panulcillo 
about 40 per cent.; Copiapo about 50 per cent.; Tharsis about 13 
percent. This great depreciation in the value of copper has of course 
had a material effect aiso on the profits of Bratsberg, though the 
quantity returned for the past year will exceed that of the previous 
one ; “and the managers hope to continue the shipments during the 
winter, the company having now its own steamers.” 


The action in regard to the Cost-book—that of West Crebor v. 
Colmer, to which we have referred once or twice—has gone through 
another phase. It came on before the Judges of the Queen’s Bench 
this week, the defendant moving to set aside the judgment entered 
for the plaintiff on a former occasion. Their lordships, after reading 
the correspondence between the parties, dismissed the motion with 
costs. We have nothing to do with the management of West Crebor, 
and only refer to the case as illustrating an important phase in the 
Cost-book. 

We are not going to enter into a defence of the Cost-book, it needs 
none to those who know its modus operandi when properly carried 
out and conducted. Of course, it is often abused like other things, 
and too often judged by its abuses alone. All the mines paying 
dividends or making profits at the present time, such as Dolcoath, 
East Pool, Wheal Agar, West Kitty, Wheal Crebor are on the Cost- 
book System, the main feature of which is that all go in alike and 
share alike ; and there is no opportunity of weighting mines with 
the enormous sums for promotion money that many Limited com- 
panies have to bear. When there are finance committees to audit 
accounts every month, and regular meetings of shareholders are 
held everyone can estimate his liability and relinquish his shares in 
a bad concern whenever he pleases. If a holder, however, transfers 
his shares to a man of straw to avoid his liability and it comes to a 
wind up in the Stannaries Court the transferror is made liable, and 
justly so. At all periodical meetings a list of shareholders is laid on 
the table, and a man can always see who his partners are. 

(Let anyone read the proceedings in the law courts of Jate in 
regard to the Great Wheal Polgooth Company (Limited), and say 
if he heard anything of any company more shameful and discre- 
ditable. Yet we do not look upon that company as a specimen of 
Limited Liability companies, but as one of its grossest abnses—. 
worse than anything that ever occurred, or could occur, in the worst 
of Cost-books. Yet,as we have said before, the abuses that may 
occur occasionally in a few Cost-book mines are always brovght 
prominently forward by those who prefer Limited companies, whilst 
its many excellent provisions are entirely ignored.

REMARKS.—There is no important change to record in our markets, 
but, on the whole, the tone has been stronger, and at times slightly 
higher rates have been realised, but towards the close the markets 
are weaker again. This better feeling, slight as it was, is very 
satisfactory considering the extra adverse influences which have 
arisen since last writing. In the first place, the announcement of a 
heavy commercial failure at the close of last week produced an un- 
healthy influence over our markets, for it was uncertain how far this suspension 
of payment might affect others in the trade, and whether it would lead to 
more financial difficulties. Prices for metals, however, being exceptionally 
cheap, and supported by the regular business that was doing, the effect pro- 
duced was not very serious, and besides a mere passing increased uneasiness of 
feeling for a day or two, the effects of these difficulties have been scarcely 
noticeable. The next feature to be viewed of an unfavourable character, and 
which in these critical times may bear some important effect upon the trade 
of the country, has been the determination of the Government to increase the 
income tax. After a period, when in the commercial world losses have been so 
frequent, profits small, and most of the trade is more or less impoverished, in- 
creased taxation is anything but desirable, and may even tend to delay any re 
covery from the already too lengthy and protensted depression. At the present 
time the trade requires relief, not oppression, retrenchment, and not increase 
of expenditure, so that this excess of taxation comes at a time when the trade 
perhaps is least able to stand against it. However, whilst these are matters 
which produce an unhealthy effect, yet at the same time the present state of 
the metal trade is tolerably sound. Business is conducted in a careful manner, 
and is not characterised by rash and undue speculation, so that the markets are 
better able to avert any little adverse feature that may arise. 

There is at the present time, leaving the market fluctuations out of the ques- 
tion, some disposition shown not only to support the markets, but even to de- 
mand a higher rates, in some cases from reports of more limited supplies, 
and in others from the announcement of fairly good deliveries. Thus we find 
that for the greater part of the week iroa has been rather dearer so faras Scotch 
pits are concerned, copper somewhat steadier, tin slightly higher, quicksilver 
advancing, and lead stronger. We see then that the disposition towards im- 
provement is fairly general, and not confined merely to one metal, a feature 
which in itself is promising, although the recovery at present is not very pro- 
nounced. Of course we are just about to enter the winter quarter of the year, a 
season which,as a rule, is generallynoted for quietude in trade, and which makes 
many believe that there will be no real and general revival this year. At the 
same time the fact must not be overlooked that there has not been the usual 
autumn trade done this year, and in consequence there is a deficiency to make 
up, which when taken in connection with the good harvests reaped here, in 
America, and elsewhere would indicate an extensive business in the future 
We have also to remember that, instead of prices advancing this autumn, as is 
usual, they have for the mort part receded, and, therefore, holders will be more 
reluctant to accept reduced rates in the coming months than what they usually 
are, irrespective of the demand that may exist. Partly to these causes, and 
part'y to favourable feature, which affect the separate markets, we may attribute 
the hardening tendency of prices during afew days of the week, and we have 
still to wait and see as time progresses whether the improvement will not be 
further developed. . 

Coprer.—This market having opened with a steady tone at the 
commencement of the week, afterwards became firm, and then 
easier, the final result being to leave prices somewhat lower than 
what they were a week ago. The Chilicharters for the first half of 
the present month were announced last Monday as 1400 tons, but 
this did not produce much effect upon the market, because the two 
previous charters were particularly heavy, and therefore slightly 
under the average quantity was rather anticipated. The price telegraphed from 
Valparaiso was 51/. 4s.c.if. Liverpool; and, while we can scarcely expect 
prices to recede to that figure yet awhile, yet at the same time the prospect is 
not very encouraging, and some holders are decidedly weak in their quotations 
The demand for manufactured is not very brisk, and prices are somewhat easy, 
but a moderate business has been done at the reduced rates. 

Most of the smelters are still fairly off for work. They hold enough orders to 
keep their works in operation for the time being, but they find that present con 
tracts will not give them employment much longer; and, therefore, they are 
indisposed to book orders at reduced rates chiefly for forward delivery.

A very interesting archeological discovery in connection with 
ancient mining in Devon has been brought under the notice of the 
Geological Society. Mr. D. Pidgeon, F.G.S., reported the discovery 
in connection with the submerged forest of Torbay, resting on the 
breccia underlying the clay in which the forest grew, of two aggre- 
gations of trap pebbles, which had probably served as smelting- 
hearths. In their neighbourhood an ingot of copper, a fragment of 
asecond, some tin slag, a piece of glass, flint implements, and other 
articles were found, together with remains of piles driven into the 
gound, These traces of human work apparently belonged to the 
bronze age. In Goodrington Bay, near by, pewter vessels, apparently 
of Roman date, were found by his son in a bed 10 ft. below high 
tide mark, or at a lower level than that of the bronze age relics. 
The discovery is a very interesting one, but the conclusions drawn 
fom it by Mr. Pidgeon hardly seem warranted. The submerged 
forests which are found at intervals all along the coast of Devon and 
Cornwall (and indeed over a very mach wider area) are commonly 
believed to indicate a subsidence of at least 40 ft. Mr. Pidgeon 
thinks the occurrence of these smelting hearths shows the contrary, 
and suggests that it is more probable the clay bed was deposited in 
asballow mere or marsh of land water kept back by the sea beach, 
which was then some hundreds of feet further to seaward, and that | 
thaforest, which consisted chiefly of willows, grew on the marsh— 
which, by the way, isno new theory. It is impossible, however, to 
believe even an ancient Briton was so unwise as to conduct smelting 
operations in a marsh below high water mark, while if Mr. Pidgeon 
had consulted the geological records of Corn-vall he would have

In edge 
tools not much change has taken place, and the men are not so 
well employed as could be desired, and the same may be said with 
respect to heavy tools, such as are required by engineers and me- 
chanics. In sheep-shears, work goes steadily along, good orders 
being in hand for exportation. Light machines,such as lawn-mowers, 
have not began to move much, but it is expected that makers will 
begin active operations at the commencement of the New Year. The 
prospects of skate-makers, so far, do not look very promising, and 
some of them are well supplied with stocks. 

The dispute at the Barrow Colliery, near Barnsley, continues, and 
neither side appears to be particularly desirous of bringing it to a 
close. The men have had fair terms offered to them, but many of 
them prefer to remain out, and live on what is obtained by subscrip- 
tions from the miners at work and the outside public. The men 
belonging to the Association are maintained, but those who do not 
have to depend upon the subscriptions, which lately have realised 
between 60/. and 70/. a week. 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE. 


Nov. 20,—With a continued absence of anything like winter 
weather to help up the demand for the better qualities of round 
coal for house-fire purposes, and with only very moderate trade 
requirements for the lower qualities for ironmaking and steam pur- 
poses, there is still a very dull tone throughout the coal trade of this 
district. In some cases pits are getting back on four days a-week, 
and where they are working five the output is in most cases in excess 
of requirements. Although there is no large weight of coal going 
into stock on the pit banks considerable quantities accumulate under 
load on the pit sidings, and to liberate wagons very low figures are 
frequently taken. In best coals there has here and there been a little 
giving way on the full prices, and generally there is a want of firm- 
ness in the market which seems likely to continue until a change in 
the weather brings forward an increased demand. At the pit’s 
mouth best Wigan Arley averages 9s. to 9s. 6d.; seconds, 7s. 6d, 
to 8s.; ordinary Pemberton Four-feet, 7s. to 7s. 6d.; common house 
coal, 6s. to 6s. 6d.; steam and forge coal, 5s. 6d. to 63.; burgy, 
4s, 6d. to 5s.; good slack, 33. 9d, to 4s.; and common, 2s. 6d_ per ton 
upwards, 

Shipping has been quiet during the past week, and steam coal has 
been offering at low figures at the ports on the Mersey, 7s. to 7s. 6d. 
per ton being about the average prices for delivery at the High 
Level, Liverpool, or the Garston Docks. 

The agitation for an advance of wages in West Lancashire seems 
now to have altogether subsided, and the more sensible course of 
arranging a sliding-scale for the regulation of wages in future has 
been adopted. 

It has been decided that a portion of the balance of the Hartley 
Colliery Relief Fund, amounting to about 2750/., shall form a fund 
from which grants shall be made in the case of fatal accidents oc- 
curing at mines in the North-East Lancashire district, where there is 
not at present any permanent relief fund such as exists in West 
Lancashire. These grants will amount to 5/. in the case of fatal 
accidents to persons over 16, and 2/. 10s. under 16 years of age. They 
will come into operation after January 1 next, and will supplement 
the relief obtained from the respective coliiery funds. 

The condition of the Iron Trade remains comparatively unchanged, 
and buyers continue indifferent. Where concessions upon current 
rates are obtainable there is a disposition to give out orders, but it is 
only at low prices that business of any weight can be done either in 
pig or finished iron.

Some of the leading members of the new society are distinguished 
members of the old, The old society will no doubt continue to occupy 
a leading position as the first and most important institution of the 
kind in this country. 

The coal winning at Marsden, near South Shields, has progressed so 
far that 600 tons of coal per day is now raised from one of the seams, 
but it has been found that the lower seams have been cut off or 
much disturbed by the occurrence of faults, also that the seam dips 
very considerably to the east—that is, in the direction of the North 





Sea. The total depth sunk and bored here is about 330 fms., but if 
the lower seams had not been disturbed by faults they ought to have 
been found before. 

The Pig-iron Trade has changed little during the past week, but 
on the whole there is a firmer feeling. The shipments continue ex- 
tremely good for the time of year; the mar«et is, therefore, well 
sustained, and makers have more confidence. Some good sales have 
been made lately at an advance of from 3d. to 6d. perton. There 
is certainly a better feeling at present respecting next year’s trade. 
The wages question is expected to be settled next week by the arbi- 
trator, and that will probably improve the manufactured iron trade, 
There is no change of consequence in the value of any kind of finished 
iron. There is more work in some departments of the steel trade 
and engineers, founders, bridge builders, &c., continue on the whole 
wellemployed. The shipments of pig-iron for the week were 25,313 
tons, about 11,000 tons of this being for Scotland, The delivery is 
a very large one. 

The Shipping Trade and commerce generally continues to im- 
prove, but the progress is slow. Freights have improved in some 
trades, but they are still, on the whole, comparatively very low. 
Taking the rate of freights three years ago, and the present rates, 
the fall has been enormous, in some cases 30 per cent., it is consi- 
dered, however, that the worst was reached in the middle of the pre- 
sent year, and many laid up vessels have been put to work since that 
time. The expenses of working steamers have been cut down in 
every possible way, but it is still difficult to work them at a profit. 
This is managed with some vessels, but others are only worked at a 
slight loss. 

The Shipbuilding Trade has improved a little, but no rush of capi- 
tal into the trade can be expected for some time. The enormous 
addition to the merchant navy during the past five years, amounting 
to about 700,009 tons, or 140,000 tons annually, has for the time 
quite overdone the trade, but as less vessels are now being built, 
and the number lost is in excess of the number built, a gradual and 
progressive improvement may be looked for. 

Messrs, Palmer and Co., at the Jarrow Ironworks, have received 
orders for two marine engines of the new triple pattern, and also 
for several other vessels of various kinds. Messrs. Leslie and Co., 
of Hebbyrn, have also received an order for a vessel of large dimen- 
sions. 

There is some improvement in the Engineering Trade at Sunder- 
land, where the depression has been most severely felt, and at the 
North-Eastern Marine Engineworks the men have been put on full 
time. 

There is great activity at the Elswick Works of Sir William Arm- 
strong and Co., and the new steelworks there will soon be in active 
operation. A number of new vessels will also be laid down shortly 
at the new shipyard there. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Nov. 20.—A steady but not brisk enquiry exists for native pig- 
iron, and on ’Change this week makers spoke of a probable good 
trade, as times go, up till the end of the year. Prices, however, are 
unremunerative. Alil-mines are 80s. for cold blast, and 60s. for hot. 
Part-mines are 45s. to 50s., and common iron 37s. 6d. to 40s. Since 
the Quarterly Meetings the selling prices of these last two descrip- 
tions have declined between ls. to 1s. 6d. per ton. Foreign pig prices 
are unchanged. Makers of finished iron are unable to report im- 
provement. They manage, however, to find the ironworkers pretty 
regular work. Rates favour buyers in nearly every branch. Best 
bars are 7s. 10s., and common, 61. to 51. 12s. 6d. Plates are 7/. for 
ordinary tank sorts, to 87. 10s. and 9J. for boiler qualities. The native 
coal trade is improving, as contracts entered into with outside dis- 
tricts during the strike are gradually becoming worked off. Forge 
coal is 6s, to 7s., rough slack, 3s. 6d. to 4s. 6d.; common furnace, 8s., 
and best, 10s. per ton. 

To-day appeals against a proposal by the arbitrators under the 
Mines Drainage Acts, to make a draft award for the Old Hiil dis- 
trict, were heard in Wolverhampton by the atbitrators. The mines 
drainage rate to be levied is 3d. per ton on fire-clay and limestone, 
and 6d. per ton on coal, ironstone, slack, and other minerals. 

Mr. J. B. Cochrane has been appointed a member of the board of 
examination for mine managers’ certificates for the mining district 
of South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire, rice Mr. Barker, re- 
signed. Mr. Fairley has been re-appointed examiner in chemistry 
and ventilation, and Mr. Jonah Davis, C.E., in mechanical engineer- 
ing. Mr. D. Peacock will still be examiner in mining and practical 
ventilation. An examination is to come off in January. 

The Central Committee of the Midland Counties Association of 
Miners are trying to create a fresh rupture between the colliers and 
their employers. They have determined to hold a conference of 
representatives from each pit on Dec. 1, “ to consider the advisability 
of giving notice for a rise in wages.” 

The first meeting of the creditors of William A. Ritson, of Tam- 
worth, trading as the Tamworth Colliery Company, was held in 
Birmingham on Monday. The liabilities were shown to be 79381, 
and the assets were estimated to produce 8025/. As no composition 
offer was made a trustee in bankruptcy was appointed. 

THE FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION AT A STE®LWORKS.— Yesterday 
the adjourned inquest was held on the bodies of the three men who 
were recently killed by the explosion of three boilers at the New 
Basic Steelworks, at Bilston, of the Staffordshire Steel Company. 
Mr. E. B. Martin, chief engineer to the Midland Boiler Inspection 
Company, who had examined the boilers on behaif of the Crown, 
deposed that the cause of the explosion was the softening of the 
plates by overheating through shortness of water. ‘The boilers had 
been overworked to get steam. The enquiry was further adjourned. 








REPORT FROM NORTH WALES, SALOP, AND CARDIGAN. 


Nov. 20.~—I referred last week to one defunct Welsh mining in- 
dustry; I will just refer to another, that of gold mining. On 





| referring to really valuable and important papers read at the meeting 
| of the British Association at Manchester in 1861,and at Cambridge 
| in 1862, I find that at the latter date there were no less than 37 
| mines worked for gold, and that assays of ore from these gave re- 
| sults from a few dwts. to 200 ozs. to the ton of ore. Assays of 
10 to 50 ozs. to the ton were very numerous. As the result of this 
the amount of machinery of all kinds which were carried by road 
, from Ruabon into Merionethshire was enormous, and even at pre- 
sent we may see massive castings lying on the hill sides cushioned 
deep in mossand fern, To-day there is not I think a single gold 
mine worked in the whole district, Can anyone explain how this 
has come to pass—were the ores tested native or imported, and were 
really wise men duped? Or has the bulk of the orestuffs of the 
| veins not yielded gold as the selected samples did? Or were the 
undertakings swamped by plunder and drones? Or what other rea- 
son can be assigned for the failure of the industry? That there 
really was a great deal of gold there is certain. One find at the 
Clogau Mine alone yielding no less than 38,000/. sterling. Is there 
any hope of the revival of gold mining in Merionethshire ? 

At the adjourned inquest held at the Miners’ Arms, Minera, on 
Friday, touching the death of John Edwards, who was killed in the 
Vron Colliery by a fall of roof, the Government Inspector and the 
jury acquitted the company (which is in liquidation) of all blame. 

| The coroner expressed his regret that he had at the first meeting 
given expression to ramours which reflected injuriously on the ma- 
nagement of the colliery, and which were shown by the evidence to 
be unfounded. Would it not be best for coroners generally not to 
give expression to such rumours at the commencement of an inquest ? 
| Among the railway projects for which Bills are to be presented 
to Parliament is one for extending the Glynceiriog Tramway up the 
valley to Tregeiriog, and downwards to the Black Park Collieries’ 
siding on the Shropshire Union Canal, and also for power to work 
{the line by steam. With such ample water power at command 
would not this little line be an admirable one to be worked by elec- 
tricity? The Great Western Company also seek extension of time 
|for the construction of a branch from their Bala and Festiniog 
Railway to Maentwrog. This construction of this branch will take 
this railway an important stage nearer Portmadoc and the sea. A 
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narrow gauge line is also contemplated from Corwen along the 
Holyhead-road to Bettws-y-coed. tn the first great railway fever of 
1842 there was a great scheme for constructing a full-gauged rail- 
way along this route to Bangor, and so to Holyhead. This was at 
the time superseded by the Chester and Holyhead line. The district 
referred to is among the prettiest in North Wales, and there is no 
doubt that for this reason as well as on account of the ordinary 
population of the district a narrow gauge line would pay. 

The Salford Town Council has joined that of Manchester as joint 
promoters of the Ship Canal project. The collieries, principal slate 
quarries, iron, and ot her leading industries of the district, excepting, of 
course, those of lead and copper mining, are in full work. The Caergwrle 
Ironworks Company held their annual meeting last week, at which a 
very satisfactory report was adopted, and it was resolved that the 
unissued shares be distributed only among the present shareholders. 
The sum of 33,000/., which is required to abolish the River Dee tolls 
at Chester, has, within a trifle, been subscribed. Of this sum the 
Duke of Westminster has contributed one-third and the county 
authorities one-half. The gasworks at Ellesmere, which hitherto 
have belonged to private persons, are being purchased by the town 
authorities, which leads to the enquiry—ought not all gasworks be 
worked (like the public-houses in Sweden) by the town authorities 
for the benefit of the ratepayers ? 








TRADE IN SOUTH WALES. 


Nov. 20.—The Steam Coal Trade improved last week to some ex- 
tent, but business even now is not so active as is desirable. Some 
of the collieries are working short time, a fact which tells its own 
tale. The amount sent away from Cardiff last week was 134,241 tons 
foreign, and about 20,000 coastwise, with 7813 tons patent fuel; 
Newport, 36,077 tons foreign, and 24,352 coastwise; Swansea, 16,962 
tons foreign, and about 14,000 coastwise, with 4090 tons patent fuel. 
The house coal trade is not so busy as is generally the case at this 
ti ne of the year, notwithstanding the cold weather prices, however, 
remain firm. 

Last month the Midland Railway took 1500 tons of coal from Aber- 
dare to London, and the Great Northern about 2000 tons. The 
London and North-Western took 4000 tons from Aberdare, 1200 from 
Cwmdare, and 900 from Fforchaman. The Great Western, however, 
as usual, took the largest quantity, Aberdare supplying 5800 tons to 
that line; Nixon’s Navigation, 5300; Fforchaman, 4400 ; Cwmdare, 
3500; Bwllfa, 3300; Merthyr-Aberdare, 2900; Mountain Ash, 6500. 

The Dowlais Company are about to erect a new lathe at the Lower 
Works, at a cost of 5000/., and the steelworks are to be enlarged at 
a cost of 50,0002, 

The Ebbw Vale Steelworks are teported to have received a large 
Order from the London and North-Western Railway Company: 16 
puddling furnaces at the Upper Cyfarthfa Works are to be stopped, 
it is hoped only temporarily. 

There are many enquiries being made at the South Wales Iron 
and Steel Works, but they do not lead to business. Only 1083 tons 
of iron were sent away from Cardiff last week, and one parcel from 
Newport of 709 tons. The arrivals of iron ore at Newport have 
been large, 10,131 tons having been received from Bilbao and 8200 
from other sources ; Cardiff landed 3000 tons from Bilbao and 769 
other places. 

The condition of the Tin-plate Trade is not reassuring. Even 14s. 
per box does not seem to attract many customers, as the large output 
is likely to further bring down prices. 








ELECTRIC LIGHTING, AND LEGISLATIVE RESTRICTIONS, 


Althongh nothing that has been invented or discovered within the 
last 10 years in connection with illumination by electricity has afforded 
the slightest evidence that, except in those isolated cases where a 
large space has to be illuminated, electric lighting is either eco- 
nomic or effective, the light still attracts attention. The wretched 
biaze-and-shadow illumination now perpetrated by the use of 
e’ectricity on Blackfriars Bridge, as compared with even the im- 
perfect gas illumination which it replaced, is sufficient to condemn 
the system with all impartial minds, and the comparative success 
of the now defanct Jablochkoff system used on Waterloo Bridge 
was Only secured dt great cost and By the liberal use of gas-lamps as 
4n aoxiliary, and to hide the defects of the electric lamps. An 
effort, however, has been made to create the impréssion that the 
failure of electric lighting for general purposes is attributed, not to 
the immutable natural laws which determine the diffusion of light, 
but to the legislative restrictions which were very properly imposed 
upon the schemes which threatened some two years since to flood 
the country. It is essential that the public shou!d be protected 
against local authorities conceding their rights to the inventors of 
any of the cfudé notions which have thus far been brought forward, 
and subjecting the ratepayers to an increased poundage for extra 
expenditure in se the public Ways in as good a condition as at 
present, for it is well known that although, as in the case of gas and 
water mains, the companies have to restore the ways to the condition 
in which they found them, each disturbance does permanent injury, 
tl cost of which falls upon the ratepayers: Upon these considera- 
tions it will be ¢vident that the public should lose no time in pro- 
curing the necessary rebutting evidence for submitting to the Board 
of Trade, should it be asked for, as the result of the deputation of 
representatives of the electric lighting interests who had an inter- 
view with Mr. Chamberlain on Thursday. 

The illuminators had certainly a great advantage in the deputa- 
tion being introduced by one of themselves—Lord Thurlow, the 
Chairman of the Anglo-American Brush Electric Light Corpo- 
ration—who, after a few brief remarks, handed to the President 
of the Board of Trade a statement of the main points on which 
the company sought ai amendment of the Act. They were 
—1l. That the rights given to local authorities to purchase 
compulsorily electric lighting undertakings within their dis- 
tricts upon the terms set forth in section 27 of the Electric Light- 
ing Act were such as to prohibit any supply of the electric light to 
the public, and such clause should be repealed. (This clause gives 
local authorities the power to purchase compulsorily the enterprise, 
at the then valuation, at the end of 21 years.)—2. In the Provisional 
Orders granted by the Board of Trade under the Act the provisions 
as to the compulsory laying down of mains should be omitted, and 
the undertakers should have the full power to decide as to the posi- 
tion and extent of the mains to be laid down by them, and the right 
to compel the undertakers to supply them with the electric light 
should be confined to consumers willing to take a minimum quantity 
per annum.—3. The undertakers should be permitted to supply other- 
wise than by meter, and in such cases the purposes to which elec- 
tricity is applied by the consumers should be matter for agreement 
between them and the undertakers. 

Uptd 1882 many per- 
sons had hoped that there would be a very rapid development of 
this mode of supplying light, but the provisions of the 27th clause of 
the Act, compelling the undertakers to sell on onerous terms at the 
end of 21 years, had defeated the objects of those who wished to see 
the use of the electric light spread. There was practically no pro- 
vision in England for the distribution of light to the private con- 
sumer from the principal source of supply. The 27th section said 
that in 21 years, or a less period specified, the local authority should 
have the option of compulsory purchase of the undertaking, and 
they were not to pay anything “in respect of compulsory purchase 
or goodwill, or of any profits which may be or might have 
been made from the undertaking, or of any similar considera- 
tions ;” but they were topay “ the then value of all lands, buildings, 
works, materials, and plant of such undertakers suitable to and used 
by them for the purposes of their undertaking within such jurisdic- 
tion, such value to be, in case of difference, determined by arbitra- 
tion.” The earlier part of the 21 years must be passed in strenuous 
efforts to get the electric light taken up, and it would be impossible 
to get persons to subscribe if the local authority were to have the 
power of buying up the works without giving any compensation for 
the loss sustained in those earlier years. People would not embark 
money on such terms, and it appeared to him that the 27th clause 
absolutely prohibited any capital being invested in electric lighting. 
It was very desirable that there should be competition with the gas 
companies, and he, therefore, uged that the 27th clause should be 
repealed. 

The absurdity of such a proposition appears to have been evident, 
even to Lord Thurlow; for, upon Mr. Chamberlain remarking that 
he had been in correspondence with the companies, and that some 
of them merely asked for a modification of the clause, his lordship 
did not hesitate to admit, even at the cost of convulsing the assembly 
with laughter, that there had been a meeting of the companies on 
the previous day, at which they had decided to ask for the total 
repeal! of the clause in the hope of getting a modification. That 
such an admission rather stuitified Sir Frederick Bramwell there can 
be no doubt, and yet it can scarcely be supposed that he was in 
earnest when he declared that it was in common justice that he had | i 
asked for a total repeal of the clause, in order that electric lighting 
should not.be more heavily weighted than gas. An example 
of stating the truth, but not the whole truth, was given by Mr. 
James Staats Forbes, the Chairman of the Edison and Swan 
Companies, when he remarked that those two companies had spent 
380,000/. in one way or another, and there was not only no return, 
but there was not the remotest possible prospect of a return. He 
did not know what the Edison shares were worth, but the Swan 
shares, upon which 3/. bad been paid, and on which 2/. remained to 
be paid, he thought they could buy and get something for taking 
them. They did not intend to go on ander that Act of Parliament.

commercial enterprise. Under such circumstances it seemed to him 
that it was the duty of Parliament to prevent the appropriation of 
all the avenues to this great business by companies and individuals 
who were not really prepared to deal with it in a practical way. A 
committee of the House of Commons was appointed for the pur- 
pose of considering the whole matter. He thought the committee 
would be generally admitted to have been a very able and impartial 
committee, upon which all interests and a great deal of the exist- 
ing knowledge were thoroughly represented.

But he 
omitted altogether to state that gas was under considerable limita- 
tions.

It has been usual to refer these marked variations of dip to the 
eects of the granitic intrusions, but, as was shown in the former 
paper, such effects are for the most part very slight indeed as regards 
the dip, and almost inappreciable as regards the strike of the stratified 
rocks. From the observations quoted above—which might readily 
be extended—it would appear that the mines of Gwinear, Crowan, 
Illogan, and the greater part of St. Agnes and Gwennap are in lower 
sijurian rocks, striking to north of east; while those of Breage, 
Sithney, the remainder of St. Agnes, and the southern and western 

of Gwennap are in strata of pre-silurian age striking to west of 
north, However this may be, it will of course be understood that 
the mineral veins themselves are of greatly subsequent date, cutting 
indiscriminately through the stratified rocks of all ages, as well as 
through the intrusive associated masses of granite and elvan. 

The Jast chapter is devoted to a description of intrusive rocks 
found in the district. 





TECHNICAL EDUCATION AT LEICESTER—THE ELLIS 
MEMORIAL SCHOOL. 


Animportant addition to the technical schools of the kingdom 
has been made by the erection of a handsome and substantial wing 
to the Wyggeston Boys’ School at Leicester as a memorial to the 
late Edward Shipley Ellis, long Chairman of the Midland Railway ; 
and on Thursday the building was formally opened for the teaching 
of art, science, and technology by Sir Henry E. Roscoe, F.R.S., 
amid mach rejoicing. On the upper floor is a fine lofty room, 50 ft. 
long, fitted up as a chemical laboratory, to accomodate 25 students 
at work simultaneously. Under the laboratory is a lecture-room to 
seat 70 students, also a pbysical laboratory, and another room de- 
voted to teaching elementary drawing. The ground-floor is entirely 
devoted to technological subjects, to be arranged as occasion requires, 
bat astart will be made with practical teaching in hosiery and dye- 
ing. The technical school is most completely fitted throughout. 

In his inaugural address, Sir HENRY Roscor gave a highly inte- 
resting outline of his experiences in connection with the Royal Com- 
mission on Technical Education. He said they had found a great 
distinction drawn between the work done in such education abroad 
and its promotion in our own country. They in England had relied 
to a very great extent on themselves as individuals, whilst the great 
institations which were flourishing and doing such admirable work 
on the Continent were almost all State institutions. Happily the 
whole subject was now attracting greater attention in England, but 
they were all agreed that their technical education could not supplant 
what had hitherto been their great strength—their workshop 
waining. On the other hand, it was equally certain they could 
hot rely altogether upon their workshop experience. Although they 
could not boast of the same number of schools or the same expen- 
diture on this subject in England as they found abroad, still they 
Were not only beginning well, but in some respects stood in a very 
00d position indeed. These schools, unfortunately, were very few 
aud far between. They required more of them, and it was neces- 
tary that public attention should be drawn to the matter. Mean- 
time he hoped that when the two millions of their fellow men were 
tnfranchised they would take care to get their Members of Parlia- 
ment to urge this question upon the Government.

with valuable results in the different branches of industry, and this 
was the plan which, in the judgment of the Royal Commissioners 
on Technical Instruction, ought to be more widely followed in this 
country. 
With regard to the necessity that existed for originality in English 
textile designs, the Commissioners stated that in order to raise the 
position of an industry which had been deficient, not in the trained 
skill of its operative weavers, but in originality and in the blending 
of beauty with utility, it was clear that primary attention must be 
given to the application of the principles of art. If new branches of 
the textile industries were to be founded in this country, if England 
was to take the lead in all classes of design and weaving, it must be 
by the application of art to weaving. If we were content to 
copy others we must be satisfied if we take a secondary place. 
So far he had spoken of a class of technical schools which had special 
interest for the textile industries, He need scarcely add that the 
Royal Cummissioners covered in their report a much wider ground in 
describing not only the institutions existing on the Continent and in 
Awmerica for the instruction of masters, managers, and workmen in 
every important branch of industry, and in giving descriptions of the 
visits paid to manufacturing establishments abroad, but likewise in 
giving an accountof the state of thingsin ourowncountry. Muchaswe 
had to learn from foreign countries we had certain important methods 
of furthering industrial progress which no other nation possessed. 
The South Kensington and the London Guilds Institute systems 
of testing science teaching was favourably noticed. Referring to 
the system of science instruction by examination in the Department 
of Science and Art at South Kensington, and the examination in 
technology held by the City and Guilds of London Institute of these 
systems was unique, and each was, he was convinced, doing good 
and sound work in raising the scientific and technological instruction 
among the massesof our working population. Much more was, however, 
needed before wecould, with confidence, face our foreign competitors. 
Our primary instraction must be amended, elementary drawing and 
the use of tools must be made essential subjects in every school. Our 
secondary instruction must be systematised, and encouragement 
given by every available means to the establishment of both day and 
evening technical, and especially drawing schools. Nor was it less 
important that the higher scientific and technical colleges should 
be rendered more capable of efficient service, for, as the Com- 
missioners remarked, “it is of national importance that those 
persons aiming at occupying the highest industrial positions 
should be able to acquire the most complete education of 
which modern science admits,” and they added the belief that 
no portion of the national expenditure on education was of 
greater importance than that employed in the scientific culture of 
the leaders of industry. Perhaps the most important point in Sir 
Henry’s address was that he gave full prominence to the fact that 
trades cannot be taught in a school, and that the workshop or the 
factory is the only place in which they can be properly learned. As 
a rule, the school-taught mechanic is a nuisance to himself, and 
perfectly useless to an employer, and not unfrequently he starves 
whilst his ignorant (?) comrade earns a good livelihood ; but where 
sound practical instruction is supplemented by a little sound scientific 
knowledge we have the most useful and successful workmen that can 
be produced. The Leicester school has all the necessary elements of 
utility and prosperity, and it is cordially to be hoped that they will 
be turned to good account. 





Tue IRON TRADE IN THE NortH.-—The members of the Board 
of Arbitration and Conciliation for the manufactured iron trade of 
the North of England met Mr. R. Spence Watson at Newcastle, on 
Thursday. Mr. Watson has been appointed sole arbitrator in a 
question of wages. The employers demand a reduction of 6d. per 
ton on puddling, on all other forge and mill wages, and the opera- 
tives formally prefer a counter claim for an increase of 5 per cent. 
Mr. J. R. Winpenny read the case of the employers, which stated 
that the reduction was rendered necessary by the continued fall in 
the prices, and the difficulty of competing at the present rate of 
wages. Since the last wages settlement additional firms had had to 
close their works,and a numberof men were out of employment. Those 
employed who were still able to keep open their works could only hope 
to do so by getting their costs still further reduced. Mr, Cullen, Vice- 
President of the Board, read the workmen's reply, which stated that 
the depression in the iron trade was general throughout the land, and 
was not confined to their district alone. If it had been, there might be 
some excuse for their employers seeking for relief, but when they con- 
sidered the rates paid in other districts and the consideration shown 
by the employers in other districts to their men, where conciliation 
was not supposed to exist, they did object to their employers, 
through the Board of Arbitration, making them the catspaw for the 
whole trade of the country. As soon as they accepted a reduction, 
other competing districts also reduced their wages, and the workmen 
were in all cases the greatest sufferers.—Mr. Trow, in supporting 
the workmen’s case, spoke of the good done by the board since its 
establishment 15 years ago, and had no hesitation in saying that 
had the policy of the board always been the same as 
during the last 12 months it would not have existed two years. 
The action of the employers was unwise, impolitic, and injurious to 
their interests. Three times during 12 months had a reduction 
been made by the employers. He contended that in Belgium the 
wages were higher than those paid in the North of England, com- 
paring the money with the work done. Mr. Jeremiah Head, of 
Middlesborough, advanced arguments in support of the employers 
case. There were thousands of men on that coast doing no work 
at all, and it was to prevent the number of unemployed increasing 
that they asked for relief in a reduction of wages. Ultimately Mr. 
Watson said he would give the matter careful consideration, and 
send his award to the parties interested. 





RICHMOND CONSOLIDATED MINING COMPANY, 


The report of the directors to be submitted at the half-yearly 
meeting on Dec. 2 states that the works were closed down from 
July 5 to Aug. 17, so that smelting was carried on for only 20 weeks 
with the usual furnaces, supplemented by an extra furnace on June 12 
to clean up prior to shutting down. During the time these furnaces 
were at work they reduced 3389 tons of Richmond ore, 2763 tons of 
purchased ore, and 693 tons of accretions, &c., together 6845 tons, 
the average yield per ton being $50°81 (Eureka assay value). No. 4 (re- 
finery) furnace smelted in addition 325 tons of Richmond, 1391 tons 
of purchased ore, and 3880 tons of accretions; the total quantity 
smelted in the half-year was 12,081 tons, yielding 6446 ozs. of gold, 
183,709 ozs. of silver, and 1129 tons of lead. 

The furnaces had been at work continuously for nearly three years, 
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table given shows the returns of the refinery, and the gross estimated 
value of the doré bars (gold and silver), also at Eureka assay value, 
exclusive of the value of the lead :—March 4, $13,000; March 11, 
12,000; March 18, 14,000; March 25, 12,000; April 1, 11,000; 
April 8, 15,000; April 15, 15,000; April 22, 14,000 ; April 29, 15,000 ; 
May 6, 13,000; May 13, 15,000; May 20, 16,000; May 27, 17,000 ; 
June 3, 15,000; June 10, 16,000; June 17, 20,000; June 24, 35,000 ; 
July 1, 38,000; July 8, 35,000; July 15, 41,000; July 22, 42,000 ; 
July 29 to Aug. 19, refinery shut down; Aug. 26, 14,000 = $438,000. 
The body of ore found on the 300 level in July, 1883, has been 
yielding satisfactory results, and during the half-year a further 
body of ore has been discovered on the same level. A few tons of 
ore have been extracted from the Williamsburg Mine, but nothing of 
importance has been developed there as yet. Mr. Probert is dealing 
successfully with the “speiss” a large quantity of which has been 
treated by his process. The application of the Albion Company to 
have the damages claimed by them assessed (referred to in last 
report) came before the Court at Eureka in July, and the jury 
assessed the amount at $13,250, the claim being $608,000. The 
Albion Company are, however, reported to be taking steps to obtain 
a new trial. 

The price of lead has continued extremely low, and the stock in 
hand has still further increased; the market at last, however, shows 
signs of recovering from the long depression, the price having 
recently risen from 3} to 3} cents per lb., and the directors have 
reason to expect that a further improvement will take place in the 
spring. Notwithstanding the low price of lead, the suspension of 
the works for several weeks, and the unusually heavy expenses of 
the half-year, the net profit for the six months will probably be about 
15,000/.; and the directors have decided to declare a dividend of 
5s. per share, the warrants for which will he posted in the course of 
afew days. The yearly accounts and balance-sheet will be made up 
to the end of February next, as usual, and presented to the 
shareholders as soon after that date as possible.
